Of the Ironton Register—The Bravery 


and Determination of Campbell 


Gilfillen Set Forth. 


The following beautiful lines, in 


reference to the .death of an Iron- 
ton boy. were penned by Editor Ed, 
Wilson", of the'lronton Register; 


"Again this community has gone 


into mourning for the death of one 
of its brave youth, who gave his life 
to his country. It, was Campbell Gil- 
flllan, son of Mr. and Mrs. S. G. Gil- 
fillan, who died of camp fever at his 
home in this city, last Sunday night. 
He was born in Ironton, February 2, 
1882, and has lived here ever since. 
Everybody knew him as a bright, 
happy, whole-souled boy, who passed 
you by with a courteous bow and 
genial salute, and left a streak of 
sunshine^with you. He was yet a 
schoolboy, and had not contemplated 
the serious concerns of life when the 
war broke out, and he wanted to go 
from the start. There was a chival- 
rous touch to his nature and he 
courted daring and danger, but he 
was slight of figure ancl not strong. 
Still he volunteered at bath calls of 
the President and was rejected be- 
cause his dimensions die! not reach 
the standard. 
His burning desire to 


enter the service was not quenched, 
so that in July, when a recruiting 
officer came to enlist men for the 
hospital corps, he stepped to the 
front, determined if he could not 
carry a musket he could care for those 
who did, exemplifying that highest 
of Christian traits—he would do what 
he could. His was the spirit — 


"When the battlefield is silent 


You can go with cnrefal tread. 


You CBH bear away the wounded, 


You can caver up the dead." 


"On this mission he went, hopel'ul, 


sincere, brave. There was work for 
lira to do. The hospitals were filling 
up with the victims of camp fever. 
Frcm the sweetness of home he 
stepped into the gloom of the hos- 
pital. He took there his 
happy 


aeart, his willing, mind, his ready 
and tireless hand. Never was there 
a more devoted and loving' attendant 
at the bedside of a comrade. He was 
all energy, all affection. 
He was a 


brother to every sick soldier. There 
was no fairer phase of patriotism 
anywhere than gleamed in the duty 
performed by this frail boy of sixteen 
in the camps of fever. 


"Alas, one day, in the midst of 


this noble service, he was stricken 
down. He was forced to his cot, but 
in a day or two rallied and resumed 
his tender ministrations upon the 
sick. 
But again the fever came with 


sadder portent. Telegrams were sent 
to tell of Campbell's serious illness. 
His father hastened to the hospital 
at Washington, and brought him 
home. A day or two with his mother 
brought bright hope, but the germs 
of fever were too deeply imbedded in 
the dear boy's heart for relief here, 
and he grew worse until the 18th, 
eleven days after he arrived home, 
when the spirit fled across the river 
of 
life, into the camps of 
the 


eternal."

Preference Sought For Consideration 


of Local Issues. 


CONDITIONS

quished Her Sovereignty by the With- 
drawal of Trooj>s From Cuba Miner 
Matters Will Not Be Considered. 
Washington, Sept 23.—It is officially 


learned here that the Cuban autono- 
mists are seeking to shape the terms by 
wWch the evacuation shall take place. 


This, it is believed here, may develop 


some new phases in the situation in 
Cuba. 


The colonial government -was estab- 


lished by Spain shortly before the war 
Broke but, there being a cabinet of five 
officers 
at Havana and a 'legislative 


body with two houses. 


ft carried out in a measure the long 


pending plan of giving Cuba home rule 
by means of an autonomous govern- 
ment, but while in name autonomous, 
it was contended by the insurgent ele- 
ment that genuine home rule was lack- 
jag and that this colonial regime was 
a continuance of Spanish domination. 


It appears, however, that these col- 


onial authorities 
are 
taking a very 


active part in the present negotiations 
and that there is more or less co-oper- 
ation, between them and the Spanish 
government. 
i 


This creates a condition, in which 


the United States must deal not only 
with Spain but with those who claim 
to represent the island itself, free from 
Spanish control. 


The colonial, or autonomist adminis- 


tration, is very thoroughly organized, 
and can exert much influence. It es- 
tablished a regular legation in Wash- 
ington prior to the war with several 
prominent public men of Havana on 
the staff. 


It numbers in its ranks much of the 


wealth of Cuba and claims to stand 
for tbe educated classes 'as against 
the insurgents and- illiterates. 
This 


makes two distinct Cuban classes: The 
autonomists, who are co-operating with 
Spain, and the insurgents, who are 
oposert to Spain. 


It now seems clear from official as 


well as the press reports from Havana 
and Madrid that the autonomist ele- 
ment is talcing up the claim first ad- 
vanced by Spain that many incidental 
questions ac to Cuba must be settled 
before the evacuation begins. 


But the view among government of- 


ficials here is that the Cuban autono- 
mists as well as the Spaniards, have 
no questions to advance or settle be- 
fore evacuation is determined upon. 


The time and place of evacuation Is 


looked upon by the authorities here 
as the only point involved and there 
is likely to be a rude awakening if the 
pro-Spanish element either as autono- 
mists or as native Spaniards insists 
upon bringing in determination of the 
Cuban debt, future forms of govern- 
ment, rates of tariff 
for Spain 
and 


many other subjects, as a preliminary 


^ to evacuation. 


The American commissioners, 
ac- 


cording to the understanding here, will 
insist on a strict adherence to the pro- 
tocol for an immediate evacuation of 
the island, and if need be will submit 
an ultimatum against taking up subsi- 
diary questions upon Cuba's future.
